Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Herz fails to teach 
"partitioning the viewing history of a third party into clusters and inserting one or more of those clusters into the user's viewing profile to 
create a modified user's profile". The Examiner answers that according to Applicant's specification a partition is equivalent to a cluster. 
Herz teaches clustering (i.e. partitioning) the profiles of third party persons viewing history and combining the viewing profiles of two or 
more customers, with equal or unequal weightings, so that the video programming with content profiles strictly within the overlap area of 
the combined customer profiles will be preferred" . Therefore, contrary to Applicant's argument, Herz partition into a plurality of clusters the 
profiles of third party customers and inserts said profiles into other profiles to create a modified user's profile (i.e. overlap area of the 
combined customer profiles).. 
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
